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Clovelly Harbour is a place of singular beauty 
and charm all in miniature. It. is a small harbour, 
and has a little pier of its own, where fishing ves¬ 
sels draw up, and sailing boats may be had for a 
pleasant row on the blue water under the height 
of Gallantry Bowser, a cliff nearly 400 feet high, 
and beyond Hartland out to the open sea. 
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
